Financial Conference shows that in the first year of the Republic's existence 
there was a deiicit of Kr.5 milliards, and in the second year & deficit of 

2.5 milliards, a noticeable improvement. The new budget for 1921 which | 
has been submitted to the Assembly shows a total expenditure of kr. 14 milliards | 
completely covered; only the expenditure on railway development and other 
Government managed concerns is to be met by láans. The country's total debt, 
including its share of the former National Debt of the Monarchy, is estimated 

at Cz.Kr.55 milliards. 


& With regard to currency, Czechoslovakia has definitely separated 
itself from the old Austro-Hungarian currency, has stamped its notes and called 
many of them in. The imposition of new taxes is another method of combating 
inflation. The trade balance in comparison with that of the other new States, 
and even of most European countries, cannot be deemed unsatisfactory. In 1919 
the excess of imports over exports was Kr. 1.2 milliards, but of the total im- 
port of Kr.6.5 milliards no less than Kr.2.8 milliards was for foodstuffs. The 
memorandum lays special stress on the speculation in foreign bills, which has 
had disastrous consequences for the currencies of many Countries, and it ex- 
presses the hope that the Conference, if it does nothing else, will abate this 
evil.

My dear Mr. Кисега:- 

I am very sorry indeed that my first letter to you upon 
my returnishould be one of a disappointing nature rather than one which I 
know would please you. 

Immediately upon my return I took up with our plant the 
matter of the work and delivery on the Bank's 5000 Kronen notes &nd, although 
I find that the work was well in hand, we were being delayed trying to obtain 
a color that would be more like the purpie which we had shown in our original 
model and which pleased your Mr. Kopecky here. Upon investigation I learned 
that this particular color is not only scarce but impossible to obtain in the 
quantities required and the substitutes which we have been able to submit to 
Mr. Kopecky did not meet with his approval. 

Knowing as I do the importance of your getting these notes 
at the earliest possible moment I have arrenged with our plant to finally make 
up à substitute which comes fairly near to the original Color, and which has 
been approved by Mr. Kopecky. This delayed us about ten days in getting started 


with the printing of this work and, of course, will delay us in our first delivery. 


However, I am personally looking after the matter and assure you that I shall 
do everything I can to see that the work goes through as @ickly as possible. 
If all goes well we shall make our first shipment December 16th,- sending 
Just as many notes as it is possible for us to finish up. Once our first 
shipment is made the vo rk should go along quickly and I trust we shall be able 
to complete the entire order in very nearly the same amount of time as we 
Originally figured on. 

Upon my return here I find that both labor and manufacturing con- 
ditons have materially changed for the Worse,- due - I suppose to sort of a re- 
action from the war. We,in this busiaess, must necessarily suffer under those 
conditions considerably, since our supplies are made especialiy for us and must 
also have very skilled help. It is а condition greatly to be regretted, since 
at no time in the history of our company were We more anxious to be able to make 
deliveries and satisfy old customers as well as new. However, we are leaving 
no stone unturned to do everything we can and are in hopes that everything will 
change for the better and that it will be only & matter of weeks when many of 
these Conditions will get back to almost normal. 

Although I assure you that I am very glad to once more get back 
home I find myself very often thinking of my year in Europe and particularly 
the time I spent in Prague,- yourself and Mr. Schmaus as wéll as all the various 
other gentlenenýhom I had the pleasure of meeting there. 

I take this occasion to thank you most heartily for all the many 
kindnesses shown me while in your city and hope that some day I may have the 


pleasure of seeing you in America and being able to reciprocate.

I, the undersigned, Emmanuel Ronin, Examiner for the Committee of 
Maritime Insurance of Prris, appointed by M. E. Andovin, Secretary of said 
Committee, having been requested on October 8th, 1920 by M. Frangois Navratil 
Attaché of the Consulate Generel Tchecoslovague of Paris, 15, Avenue Floquet, 
to examine the boxes iri which arrived in a damaged condition and to 
determine the cause, the nature and the seriousness of the damages sustained, 

I declare that І have fulfilled my mission as follows: 

On October llth I went to the Consulat General Tchecoslovaque 15 
Avenue Floquet, where М. Navratil explained to me that 20 cases of notes of 
100 Kronen had been shipped from New York by the А. В. М. Co., 70 Broad St., 
N.Y. and had arrived at Havre by 5.5. "Rochambeau",

ploy at that time. We might explain that six months ago it was impossible to 
obtain the proper class of help for our Finishing Department at eny price, and 
since this work had to be done it was necessary that we hire anyone we could 
get. 

In the meantime we are very glad to be able to вау that labor con- 

ditions have materially improved and that we have since been able to get ria 
of most of these undesirable employees and replace then with a more intelligent 


and better class, 


Although we fully npprestate that we muet assume the responsibility 
for the work done by careless employees, we hasten to assure you that this 
was not а general condition in any of our Departments except that of the 
Finishing Room.

Cary's frame of mind after his return from 
the works a few people got a pretty thorough dressing down. We do not 
imagine that such & thing will occur again in а hurry. However, the all 
important point is to relieve the bank of all these notes anû replace them 
and do everything we бап to make them feel better about the affair with as 
little trouble to then as possible and without any expense. 

We shall be glad to hear when you will be able to leave for 
Prague as we are very much afraid that this affair is very nearly the last 
straw.
